just as he is, subject to the same 
aches and pains and lethargy and by 
this token can just plain get beaten 
without fraud or larceny.” 

Along with stirring word pictures 
are striking photographs, action and 
conformation, and descriptions of the 
leading horses in their various di- 
visions: ‘‘2-Year-Olds, ‘‘3-Year-olds,” 
“The Handicap Horses’ and ‘“Hor- 
ses Abroad’’. Then in conclusion, 
and particulary pertinent now, when 
the Chronicle was anxious to pre- 
sent to its readers, the picture of the 
big track Steeplechase racing over 
jumps, is the chapter entitled ‘‘Stee- 
plechasers’’, by Peter Vischer. Mr. 
Vischer had access to statistics and 
doubtlessly put in some long hours, 
for here’s his story: 


“To give a resume of the year’s 
racing, it is necessary to say that 
racing at the big tracks got off to a 
slow start because the jumping races 
at Pimlico had to be abandoned when 
tractors went to work removing an 
unsightly hill from the infield. There 
were no jumping races until Belmont 
Park opened on May 9th with a sel- 
ling race won by Greentree Stable’s 
Sumatra.” 


“There were, in all, 23 steeple 
chases at Belmont Park, the most 
important of which were the Inter- 
national Handicap on May 14, worth 
$1,605; the Appleton Memorial on 
May 21, worth $2,575; the Corin- 
thian on May 30, worth $2,895; and 
the Meadow Brook on June 4, worth 
$1,695. The first three were at a- 
bout 2 miles, the last two and a half. 
No other steeplechase was worth 
more than $850 to the winner and 
the majority, 17 in all, brought the 
winning owner either $750 or $700. 


“The first two handicaps were 
won by Gwladys Whitney’s once pro- 
mising flat horse, Red Rain who was 
in fighting mood and each time out- 
gamed stern competition. When it 
came to the Corinthian however, he 
had to carry 152, was outrun the 
early part of it and, despite a strong 
finish, was beaten by Thomas Hitch- 
cock’s new grey jumper from France, 


Annibal, and the Brookmeade Sta- 
ble’s National Anthem. The final 


stake went to Mr. Hitchcock’s Rioter 
star of two seasons ago, beautifully 
ridden by Rigan McKinney, outstand- 
ing amateur of the day.”’ 

“There were, in all, 142 starters 
at Belmont, or an average of 6.1 per 
race. Of these, 44 belonged to either 
the Greentree, Hitchcock or F. Am- 
bros Clark stables, which meant 
that more than 30 per cent of the 
starters belonged to the dominant 
three supporters of steeplechasing.”’ 

“At Acqueduct, where the jumpers 
next appeared there were 17 events 
for them, mostly over hurdles, only 
three of which were worth more 
than $1,000: the Lion Heart Handi- 
cap in which Mr. _ Hitchcock’s 
Yemasee won from a field of four; 
the Old Glory Handicap, the feature 
event, with a top value of $1,630 in 
which the Greentree Stable’s Jungle 
King turned the tables on Yemasee 
in a field of three; and the Cag- 
liostro Handicap, in which E. B. 
Schey’s Dolly’s Love scored cleverly 
over four rivals. 

The number of starters totalled 
88, or 4.1 per day. The Greentree 
and Hitchcock stables owned 17 of 
these, or not quite 20 per cent; Mr. 
Clark did not start a horse at Ac- 
queduct.”’ 

“On the whole the racing was no 
better than moderate, and marred 
by severah performances that re- 
quired official censure and condem- 





nation. The Acqueduct meeting did 
not help steeplechasing.”’ 

“At Delaware Park there’ were 
ten jumping events beginning with 
the Georgetown Handicap, worth 
$7,150 to the winner; and thus more 
valuable than any American steeple- 
chase of 1937 excepting only the 
Grand National at Belmont. It re- 
sulted in a spectacular victory for C. 
Mahlon Kline’s Our Sailor, who led 
Mr. Hitchcock’s Ossabaw and_ the 
ever-present Red Rain to the wire. 
A second stake, the Indian River 
Handicap, worth $6,800 to the win- 
ner, went to Mr. Clark’s Torturer. 
And a third, for hunt-meeting hors- 
es, added $2,200 ic Toolbox’s total.’”’ 

“At Saratoga, where the steeple- 
chasing used to be of the _ highest 
class, there was a noticeable falling 
off in the class of races and horses; 
out of 22 ’chases run during’ the 
meeting, only five were. worth more 
than $1,000 to the winner: the Sara- 
toga, on the closing day, of the meet- 
ing, worth $2,950 to Mr. Hitchcock’s 
Ossabaw, and the North American, 
worth $2,100 to the same horse; the 
Shillelah, worth $2,390 to Brook- 
meade’s National Anthem; the Be- 
verwyck, worth $2,045 to Gwladys 
Whitney’s Gay Charles; and_ the 
Jolly Roger, worth $1,100 to San- 
ford Stud’s vetran Golden Meadow. 
These five ‘‘big’’ events averaged 
3.8 starters each; otherwise the 
Saratoga steeplechases were of the 
run-of-the-mine variety.” 

“When the racers returned to 
Belmont in the fall, there was such 
an absence of steeplechasers’ that 
there were only ten jumping races in 
15 days and the average number of 
starters in each race was 4.7. The 
meeting culminated in a Grand 
National, most valuable of our stee- 
plechases, worth $8,100 to the win- 
ner, which was farcical; three went 
to the post and only Mr. Hitchcock’s 
Annibal was able to complete the 
course without falling. That this 
race aroused much bitter comment 
cannot be denied.” 


“At Acqueduct, in the fall, they 
only had jumping races every other 
day, some over brush, some_ over 
hurdles; the average number of 
starters was slightly higher than at 
Belmont, totaling 5.9. The'big win- 
ner was again a Hitchcock horse, 
Ossabaw, who beat Gay Charles in 
the Glendale, two anda half miles, 
worth $3,700 to the winner, on the 


closing day of the meeting.” 


“Tt wasn’t until Pimlico reopened 
that the real competition appeared 
among steeplechasers. There, in 13 
days, they had 11 steeplechases, with 
9 starters in several and an average 
just short of 7. The most valuable 
stake was the Manly Memorial, 
$4,730 to the winner, won once more 
by a representative of the Hitchcock 
stable, Annibal, who won galloping 
under a heady ride by Rigan Mc- 
Kinney. Perhaps the most popular 
cup race was the Masters of Fox- 
hounds, three miles, won by Mont- 
pelier’s Wild Son.” 

As can be gathered readily, some- 
thing must be done to encourage 
more horses taking part in big track 
contests. The Chronicle pointed out 
recently that of 80 jumping races 
schuled during the season, Thomas 
Hitchcock won 22. Three leading 
stables in: Mr. Hitchcock, Gwladys 
Whitney and Greentree, won 58 per 
cent of all the money, while 88 of 
the 143 horses starting 429 times 
failed to win a race. 

Fred Parks, newly elected Secre- 
tary of the N. S. & H. A. believes, 
as do others, that a constructive 
step has been made in the recent 
change in Claiming Race conditions. 
The amendments, as published in 





the Chronicle of January 13, are a 
departure from the former rules, 
and should bring more horses of 
equal value to the post in these con- 
tests, 

As though accepting a challenge, 
in reaction to Mr. Whitney’s prelim- 
inary report, the Board of Stewards 
and Members of the National Stee- 
plechase and Hunt Assn., are awake 
to the necessity of consideration of 
the condition of steeplechasing and 
much is expected to transpire in 
forthcoming meetings in the next 
month. A great deal of contemplat- 
ion and action is likewise expected 
to be given to the hunt-meeting cir- 
cuit, when steps will be taken to 
avoid conflictions, encourage new 
owners, more amateur riders and a 
general all around improvement for 
the sport between the flags.

at Mrs. Jones’. We hacked along 
down the creek to Rainer woods, 
then around through Watt’s and 
White’s woods, Hounds 
jumped a grey and a red.

We hacked through Cushman’s and 
Mrs. Jones’ to Mrs. William Garth’s, 
where we started over the _ uphill 
Bell fence.

On the wooded bluff high above the 
harbor, even the lighthouse just be- 
low us was shrouded in fog, and the 
tolling bell buoys and shrill cries of 
unseen sea gulls came across the still 
water and mingled with Allison’s 
voice cheering his Hounds in the 
woods below us. 

A Hound spoke questioningly, then 
decisively and then the pack’s full 
throated cry confirmed it and up the 
bluff they came and raced towards 
the east. Close to their fox they 
were and pushing him hard, so close 
that after a wide left-handed circle 
he could not gain his earth but trav- 
eled on south by the shore line until 
he reached the outskirts of the vil- 
lage.

PLANS FOR GOOD HORSE SHOWS 











Horse Show Committees are gathering during the winter months to con- 
sider the best methods to make their Shows popular, to attract entries, to 
gather gate receipts. Boards of Directors are sitting down around tables for 
discussions of Prize Lists, of classes, of dates. All their best laid plans must 
await the final day, but it is the work done now, and all during the months 
beforehand, that will insure the success of that final class. 

What is the most important thing to the success of any Horse Show today? 
Is it the public who attend and bring in the gate receipts? It is not. The 
exhibitors make the horse show. Their entries, their quality, their number 
and the performances they put forth are responsible for good Horse Shows. 
Why? Simply because the crowd will come, if the exhibitors are there, the 
horses are there and the competition good. The best ground work that can 
be laid by any responsible committee is the ground work for Pleased Exhibi- 
tors. What does an exhibitor think when he receives a Prize List from any 
one of the 175 recognized Horse Shows. Does he think of the committee 
who has spent hours figuring out the classes, getting out the publicity, ar- 
ranging the jumps? He does not. He thinks instead of himself. He thinks 
First, has he a chance to win with his horses? Secondly, he thinks, Is he 
going to have a good time? 

Horse Show Committees can bear this in mind as they arrange early plans 


for“the best Shows will be those that center around the Exhibitor. There 
are a number of large stables in the country who have beautiful Show 
strings, selected for conformation. Their horses are Show horses. They 


know their chances are good in any Show, wherever they choose to go. In 
addition to these great stables, there are hundreds of small horse owners 
who would enjoy entering a horse if they did not think it would be embar- 
rassing to have to compete in conformation classes against such good ones 
as Holystone, Grey Knight, Hexameter, Inky, Merry Prince, or any one of a 
dozen of the nation’s cracks. Working Hunter classes in which conforma- 
tion does not count, but where manners, and performance is everything is 
one key to more exhibitors and not one hunter class but a whole division in 
which ladies can ride, amateurs can ride, local owners can ride, professionals 
can ride. Another excellent class is a walk, trot and canter class for four- 
year-olds and under for those owners with youngsters who do not care to 
jump before a crowd but who want to ride and exhibit them in a Show. 
Open jumping is yet another field where new exhibitors can be gathered 
from the ranks of the small owner. Then when the owner opens a Prize 
List, he will find an assortment of classes where his horse may have a 
chance to win on his own peculiar merits, whatever they may be, and not 
just on general conformation, which after all, is not the sole criterion of a 
great horse any more than it is of a great person. 

The second thought for early Show plans ought to be a plan to make Ex- 
hibitors have a good time. Does that mean giving a big party? It does not. 
It means making exhibitors feel important. Taking some trouble over them. 
How many exhibitors have gone to Shows and found themselves left to their 
own devices, most all of them. That’s wrong. Committees should fall over 
themselves trying to make exhibitors feel happy; seeing that their stalls are 
satisfactory; seeing that their horses have all they need; asking each indi- 
vidual exhibitor if there is something the committee can do for them. It 
leaves a good impression. It makes them come back. 

Finally, when judges will judge conformation once outside the ring and 
have scorers inside mathematically counting the ticks, Exhibitors will feel 
more satisfied, and when they do, the Show will go on for years to come.

STUD BOOK AUTHORITY 
PRAISES WHITTINGTON 


(Ed. Note: John L. O‘Connor, one of 
the greatest authorities in America 
today on what makes the Stud Book, 
who has photostatic data concerning 
errors existent in first volumes, has 
written the Chronicle the following 
item, as a result of a recent visit to 
Middleburg, when he visited Mr. 
Smith.) 





WHITINGS *WHITTINGTON 
by John L. O’Connor 

Almost within shoutin’ distance of 
Harry Worcester Smith’s ‘Shooting 
Box’”’ in the middle of Middleburg is 
located the urban-rural residence of 
Miss Julia Whiting. Perhaps those 
best acquainted with the Whiting 
place may find fault with the use of 
the word residence which in every 
sense does not carry the compliment 
justified by ‘home’. Certainly the 
house, taken together with its attri- 
butes, bears everything that homi- 
ness implies. Reasonably close under 
the protective eye of the owner are 
the stables for the homebred hunters, 
broodmares, and young stock which 
have a surprising welcoming air for 
attention from strangers in the same 
unabashed and friendly appeal of the 
great police dogs and numerous kit- 
tens. 


During so engaging a visit, when 
so much of the talk turned to stock, 
no time was found to pry into the 





purely personal pedigree of our host- 
ess. Thus it is I have been given to 
wonder if Miss Whiting comes of the 
Whitings who owned, 1762-66, that 
important early imported stallion 
Whittington. ‘The owners of Whit- 
tington were (Thomas and Francis) 
the two youngest sons of Henry Whit- 
ing,’ and Ann Beverly his wife.’ 
(Va. Mag. XXXII) 


“Thomas Whiting (1722-1781) 
lived in Gloucester Town. One of 
his daughters was the mother of Gen- 
eral John C. Fremont, the Pathfind- 
or. 


“Francis Whiting (1728-1775) 
eventually migrated to the Shenan- 
doah Valley, where his descendants 
flourished. He may be met, in the 
diaries of George Washington, a-fox 
hunting at Belvoir and Mount Ver- 
non during the happy years before 
the Revolution.” (The Equine F. F. 
V’s by Fairfax Harrison). 


Concerning the horse Whittington 
little need be said here, other than 
that his almost lost history is due to 
the fact that his opportunities were 
limited. Nor is there any value in 
reopening the old controversy con- 
cerning his pedigree. For the pres- 
ent writing let it suffice to offer a bit 
of evidence to commemorate his pas- 
sing. 

(Virginia Gaz., Feb. 12, 1762) 

“The beautiful high bred horse 
Whittington, now the property of 
Messrs. Thomas and Francis Whit- 
ing, will cover mares at Gloucester 
Court-House at four pistoles the 
season; the money to be paid in 
August.”

such as one finds only among hunting 
people. 

The annual business meeting of 
the Masters of Foxhounds Associa 
tion of America follows the show, and 
the annual dinner is the culminating 
event of the day, which will again be 
held at the Union Club. Altho the 
meeting is for Masters and Ex-Mas- 
ters it is always customary to have 
as guests a member of the Jockey 
Club, and the American Horse Shows 
Association. 

Exhibitors and spectators rarely 
leave the Hound Show until after the 
final event, which is always the horn 
blowing contest. This is open to 
huntsmen, and whippers-in of Recog- 
nized or Registered Packs of Hounds, 
or Amateurs who fill either of these 
positions with such packs. The con- 
testants must wear hunt livery. Sep- 
arate classes for the cowhorn, and the 
English brass-horn will be held for 
the contestants. The signals called 
for by the Judges will be: ‘moving 
off from the meet’’, “‘when drawing a 


eovert’’, ‘‘riot’’, ‘fon finding a fox’’, 
“Gone Away”, “gone to ground”, “to 
eall Hounds away from covert’, “on 


approaching kennels’. No entry fees 
are required for this competition, and 
eash prizes will be awarded for first, 
second and third place in each type 
of horn. 

In order to handle the different 
types of Hounds all in one day three 
judging rings are required, so that 
the judges are able to pass on as 
many Hounds here at the New York 
Show as they do in 3 days at the 
Bryn Mawr Hound Show. The judg- 
ing task for the seven divisions is 
divided with Mr. William du Pont, 
M. F. H. of Elkton, Md. in charge of 
American Foxhounds; Messrs. J. 
Watson Webb, M. F. H. of Shelburne, 
Vt., and W. W. Ogilvie, M. F. H. of 
Montreal, Canada for the English 
Foxhounds; Jackson H. Boyd, M. F. 
H. of Southern Pines, N. C., and 
William Almy, jr., M. F. H. of South 
Westport, Mass for Cross-bred Fox 
hounds; Mr. J. Stanley Reeve, Haver- 
ford, Penna., for Welsh Foxhounds; 
Harry T. Peters, jr., of Syosset, L. I. 
for Harriers; James S. Jones and 
Harry T. Peters for Bassets; and G. 
Kimball Clement, Haverhill, Mass. 
for Beagles. 

Ninety classes are on the schedule 
for the day, and the problem of keep- 
ing the three rings going, and all 
scores carefully recorded is a big task 
for the stewards. Some of the best 
Hound men in the east have been en- 
listed for this undertaking with Mr. 
Edward H. Carle, ex-M. F. H. of the 
Westchester County Hunt, the chief 
steward, two special stewards are 
Morris and Robert Sedgwick. 

Messrs. John C. Stewart, M. F. H. 
of Keswick, Va., J. Norris Thorne, 
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and Carl B. Ely of Greenwich, Conn. 
will have charge of the American 
Foxhounds. Messrs. Robert P. Gibb, 
Far Hills, N. J., and John B. H. Car- 
ter, Media, Pa. will handle the Eng- 
lish Hounds; John L. Winston, of 
Gladstone, N. J., and W. W. Brain- 
ard, jr. of Greenwich, Conn., for the 
Cross-breds; E. Gaddis Plumb, Red 
Bank, N. J., and Francis L. Winston, 
Gladstone, N. J., for the Welsh Fox- 
hounds; Edward W. Ward, founder 
and ex-M. B. of the Buchram Beagles, 
and W. W. Watson for the Bassets; 
Randall E. Poindexter, M. F. H. of 
Smithtown Hunt, and Edwin Stewart, 
Honorary Secretary of Monmouth 
County for the Harriers; Edward A. 
Hurd, of Red Bank, N. J. and David 
Challinor, ex-M. B. of the Fairfield 
Beagles for the Beagle Hounds.

Hounds met at Sleight’s eleven

running with little music. Then 
Homer Gray realized it was not a 
fox and must be a deer. He stood 
still in the middle of a big field and 
blew his horn. A pretty piece of work 
was then done by Jack Melville 
(Honorary Whip) on his good horse 
Highball. He jumped a fence and 
galloped like a streak of lightning 
and in no time turned the pack back 
and saved the day. 

After that, we drew several cov- 
erts blank. It was such a mild day, 
we all began to play a bit; no foxes, 


no hurry and, as often is the case, 
we joshed each other ‘“lepping” 
fences we did not have to “lep” 


when suddenly ‘“‘Troop”’ spoke, then 
“Finder”. They were in the north- 
east corner of Mansley’s Woods. The 
pack was scattered. It took some 
time to get them on the line. Al- 





though they hunted keenly and 
gave beautiful tongue, they were not 
able to go very fast and after a few 
fields they slowed up just a minute 
or two, then ran on south across 
Henry Road. After crossing this 
road, the pace became faster and 
faster and Hounds really began to 
run with that determination that 
means excellent scent and a great 
desire to kill. Through Lasher’s 
covert on across his farm, south- 
west into Henry’s, turning south 
into Davis’ farm; from there through 
McAllister’s and cross the Overlook 
Road into Cramer’s farm; then 
swulg west and crossed Vail’s throu- 
gh Sleight’s Woods and up over 
Sleight’s big hill.

Feel- 
ing rather proud of myself, I looked 
back and saw Jean a Vassar College 
girl, on a small, supposedly ‘‘no ac- 
count” horse just get over by the 
skin of her teeth. She had only been 
hunting a few times; this, her first 
season. More power to her! 

Evelyn Thompson, a proven fox 
hunter and a great horsewoman on 
a borrowed horse (her own being 
laid up) sailed into that same bar- 
way and with three good raps of her 
crop made a sticky horse jump _ it 
handsomely. So we older ones have 
nothing to be proud of! We went on 
into Beyer’s Woods, swinging back 
north then east through Prolsu- 
peck’s, cross the road into Plen- 
zig’s. Here the fox was turned back 
by a house dog; crossed the road 
again into Davis’ farm and, trying 
to make the hill, was pulled down. 

It was a really brilliant run of 57 
minutes.

BERRYVILLE HORSE SHOW 
HOLDS ANNUAL MEETING 


For the first time in the history 
of the Berryville Horse Show As- 
sociation, a woman has been elected 
to serve as a member of the Board 
of Directors. The election of Mrs. 
George P. Greenhalgh of Springs- 
bury was made at the annual meet- 
ing of the stockholders Saturday at 
noon. 





Dating back to 1901, no woman 
has ever served on the directorate in 
the organization’s 38 years. W. 
Lodge Bowles was another new 
member elected at this session. Mr. 
Bowles has served on the board for 
a number of years but his place was 
vacated last year. 

The remaining board was reelect- 
ed composed of the two above and 
John T. Lindsey, Harry C. Warden, 
Kenneth N. Gilpin, George H. Levi, 
Graham Dougherty, Ewart Johnston, 
Leonard H. Bell, Edward A. Lindsey 
and A. B. Hummer. These directors 
reelected the same officers for the 
coming year of John T. Lindsey, 


president; Mr. Warden, first vice- 
president; Mr. Gilpin, second vice- 
persident; Mr. Hummer, secretary- 
treasurer, and Edwad A. Lindsey, 
manager. 

A number of suggestions were 
heard from the stockholders and 


advanced as improvements to the an- 
nual exhibition. Suggestions were 


heard from A. Mackay Smith, Mrs. 
Greenhalgh, George H. Burwell, Dr. 
Lewis M. Allen and others. 
Practically all agreed that the 
program and time table could be im- 
proved upon, and President Lindsey 
appointed a committee composed of 


Mrs. Greenhalgh, Mr. Lindsey and 
Mr. Levi to revamp the program. 
Emphasis was placed on working 


hunters and green hunters, and Dr. 
Allen was of the opinion that’ the 
fourth placed horse in a class is en- 
titled to a cash prize of at leat $5 
along with the white ribbon. He 
added that it would make a_ very 
little difference to the show associa- 
tion, and at the same time would be- 
nefit the exhibitor. Dr. Allen also 
thought that the time table should 
be changed in order that lead-in 
thoroughbred classes could be shown 
before crowds in the afternoons. 


The association ended one of its 
most successful years, according to 
the report of Mr. Hummer. The re- 
port showed a cash balance on hand 
of $3,928.32 with receipts for the 
year aggregating $9,971.61, which 
included $3,825.44 on hand at the 
beginning of the year. After the ex- 
penditures of $6,043.29, a profit of 
$102.88 was reported. 


Gate receipts amounted to $3- 
233.94 for the two-day exhibition, 
with only $623 chalked up for the 
first day. Other items of receipts 
were $1,010 for the carnival and 
concessions; $1,120 entry fees; stall 
rents, $314, and advertising and the 
sale of race cards and programs, 
$256.33. 


The largest expense was that of 
the premiums totaling $2,630. Taxes 
took a toll of $486.91. The financial 
statement rendered was as of Nov- 
ember 15, 1938. The association has 
600 shares outstanding of which 59 
shares are owned by the organizat- 
ion.

Owing to various causes, chief 
among which was the changing from 
English to American hounds, the 
Warrenton Hunt Club, Virginia, was 
not in the field as early as usual this

way, and the grand weather we are 
having is bringing out large fields to 
enjoy the noble sport. One day a

proves worth the living to all con- 
cerned.

No hunt in the 
country has any more diversified field 
of operation than that enjoyed by the 
Warrenton Club. In some directions

Among the many who are regularly 
Seen in the field are Messrs. J. D. 
Hooe, M. F. H., N. B. Brevan, J. K 
Maddux, E. Wade Dalton, Ernest 
Hayes, F. A. B. Portman, E. Astley 
Cooper, W. H. Assheton, Frank Bark- 
er, George Stone, A. B. Dundas, U. D. 
Jenner, John Stone, Hordern, C. H. 
Smith, C. Spilman, E. R. W. Barker 
and others. Of the ladies Mrs. Port- 
man, one of the pluckiest, who makes 
many a man look to his laurels, has 
her favorite, Titmouse, again in the 
field, while Mrs. Wade Dalton, the 
Misses Barry and Miss Blackwell and 
sister are riders who can give as well 
as take a lead and will often be seen 
well up at the finish. 


On Friday last the Hounds met at 





six mile run across the hills to Bethel. 
Another pack out on a fox hunt got 
wind of the drag a couple of fields 
from the meet, and running it down 
to the club starting point, bothered 
our Hounds in their getting away. 
This difficulty having been overcome, 
a quick dash was made at the first 
fence, where the Master and _ his 
horse, Robin Gray, the heavy-weight 
winner in the last annual point-to- 
point came to grief. The going was 
fine, and the brilliant sunshine, tem- 
pered by a cool breeze, gave the hors- 
es sufficient stimulus for a hard gal- 
lop. Over the Weedon and Gray 
farms a good pace was kept up. Sev- 
eral fences of fair average in the be- 
ginning of the run, encouraged the 
horses for the better work encounter 
ed later on. From Gray’s the Hounds 
pushed on across a narrow lane with 
stone walls on one side and a rail 
fence on the other, which all negot- 
iated safely. Just after the crossing, 
however, Mr. Wade Dalton’s hand- 
some chestnut Ginger put her foot 
into a hole ahd came down. She was 
quickly on her feet again with her 
rider still up, but having lost a stir- 
rup, he failed to preserve his balance 
as she sprang to her feet, and he went 
down on the other side. Finding that 
his stirrup bar was broken, he game- 
ly rode the rest of the run with but 
one, answering to chaff at the finish 
that he ‘‘had forgotten his whip, and 
had taken the other leather for that 
use.”’ 


On across the Smith farm we en- 
tered into a stone wall country, most- 
ly with rails on top, and here stiffer 
work began. An uphill jump over 
one of these with three rails built 
above, caused several to take a sec- 
ond try, it being more difficult be- 
cause taken out of a ploughed field. 
Yet but little delay took place, and 
the hunt sped on over another lane 
into the King property, where the 
biggest work of the day was found. 
In quick succession came two rail 
fences a little above the average— 
the latter the drag-layer informed us 
afterward, was just level with the 
top of his head, 5 feet 8 inches, used 
in the protection of a young orchard. 
What ever it was Messrs. Hooe and 
Assheton cleared the highest panel 
in good style, while Mr. Maddux on 
Neptune, Mr. Hayes on a clever bay, 
Mr. G. Stone on Fashion, and Master 
Irving Hey on the Hagerstown prize- 
winner, Badger, took other panels 
close by, that were very little less in 
height. A number of second tries 
were had, and then the timber began 
to crash—much to the relief of those 
who were mounted on green mater- 
ial. One gentleman was heard to ex- 
claim in mournful accents as he rode 
at the fence: “Oh my poor wife and 
family!’”’ and when Sybil refused this 
chance of distinguishing herself, her 
rider expressed his grateful relief in 
a devout “Thank you, dear!’’ which 
the enormous Soccerbason (17 hands 
2 in.) ridden by Mr. John Stone must 
have heard, and taking pity on the 
forlorn condition of the little mare 
and her despairing rider, he used his 
tremendous avoirdupois against the 
three top-most rails with as much 
success as his facsimile before the 
walls of Troy. Great Caesar! Was 
it an earthquake, or did Soccerbason 
come down! The earth trembled or 
something trembled—-and the youth 
who rode him is now limping around 
on a game leg, while parental author- 
ity has announced that the notorious

Prevented, to the regret of many, 
by wheat on the far side, at one of 
the finest walls in the country, over 
which Mr. Buckwell last year so 
gracefully took to water in the mid- 
dle of an ice pond, we passed on 
through the Heineken farmyard into 
the large pastures beyonl, and it was 
at the second fence, a low one, that 
the first, and we will hope the only, 
tragedy of the season occurred. The 
Master, feeling that something was 
wrong, called back not to press him 
at the jump, and to the surprise of 
all down went Robin Gray a second 
time, and ended his career right 
there. The horse had_ evidently 
broken a blood vessel. After a little 
they got him on his feet again, but it 
was only to stagger a short distance, 
when with a sudden lunge he drop- 
ped dead. Mr. Hooe was fortunately 
unhurt. 

After the run proceeded with Mr. 
Assheton on his big bay horse in the 
lead over a couple of fields the line 
of the drag crossed the Bethel road, 
but the leader evidently did not know 
the best place to take the in-and-out 
for he led over a dangerous place 
where an immense log lay five or six 
feet from the fence on the roadside, 
and all had to be taken on the fly. 
Some found an easier place, but a 
good many were startled as they rose 
to the fence and only then saw the 
great obstacle beyond. The speed 
being rather fast, to catch up with 





the Hounds again, no accidents hap- 
pened, and then it became a race for 
the finish in sight, where a crowd of 
ladies and gentlemen in carriages 
and on horseback awaited the riders. 
Mr. Maddux, on his game old thor- 
oughbred, Neptune, struck out for 
the front at a rattling speed. At the 
last fence but one it became a steeple- 
chase between Neptune and Toma- 
hawk. On through a long grass field 
they kept side by side, while both 
riders were eagerly looking forward 
for a good place over the wall which 
ended the run. Mr. Maddux was the 
first to reach it and his horse rose to 
it with a magnificent fly. Mr. Asshe- 
ton’s horse was a little more than a 
length behind, ridden under a pull to 
give the other safe room, and Toma- 
hawk took the jump in equally good 
form.

nection with the livestock fair, so it 
does not make a fair comparison with 
the New York Show. Our foremost 
outdoor Hound show in America is 
Bryn Mawr, held in conjunction with 
the Bryn Mawr Horse Show near 
Philadelphia, so here again we have 
no fair comparison as to the super- 
iority of the two shows. The Mont- 
pelier Hound Show is the best in Vir- 
ginia, but the English Hound men 
find that their favorite breed is ne- 
glected at this show. 

It would be difficult to decide 
whether the New York Show is the 
best, but no one can dispute that all 
types of Hounds such as American, 
English, Welsh, and Cross-bred fox- 
hounds put on a grand competition. 
Likewise the Harriers, Beagles and 
Bassets do their share to make a suc- 
cessful show. Since this show is also 
the occasion for the annual business 
meeting of the Masters of Foxhounds 
of America, and their annual dinner, 
it brings together in the great metro- 
polis more hunting men than any 
other event of the year. One would 
be safe in saying that it is the most 
important Hound Show on this side 
of the Atlantic. 

The show always has been a sport- 
ing event, which was originated when 
the Riding Club was the foremost so- 
cial club in New York, and had 
among its members more Masters of

3%, pound spaghetti 

5 medium sized anchovies 

Olive oil 

Canned tomatoes 

Put anchovies into a colander and 
dip quickly into boiling water to 
loosen the skins and take away some 
of the salt, skin and bone them. Chop 
them and put over the fire with a 
generous quantity of oil and black 
pepper. Do not let them boil, but 
when they are hot add 2 tablespoons 
butter and four tablespoons concen- 
trated tomato juice made by boiling 
the canned tomatoes down and rub- 
bing through a sieve. Boil the spa- 
ghetti in water that is only slightly 
salted, and take care not to let it get 
too soft. Pour into the dish in which 
it is to be served and pour the sauce 
over it and mix with two silver forks, 
sprinkle with cheese. 

Do not use the tiny anchovies they 
sell for hors-d’oeuvres, but the less 
expensive kind which are larger and 
ean be bought in bulk or large cans. 
Put a clove of garlic in if you like. 

Garlie is an inoffensive and whole- 
some ingredient if properly handled. 
Used in small quantities and thor- 
oughly cooked it gives an indescrib- 
able flavor that is never disagreeable. 
By a clove of garlic is meant one of 
the tiny sections of a whole garlic 
peeled down to its white fleshy core. 


Keep some Italian wines in your 
cellar. To wash down a dish of well 
made spaghetti with a glass of Chian- 
ti couldn’t be more divine. Or have 
Orvieto or Frascati. All good. 

Hope you won’t be snowed in but 
hope you try these recipes during this 
cold weather. Really they are good. 





Foxhounds than any other club in 
America. Old members of the Riding 
Club remember very well the first 
show held at East 58th St. near Fifth 
Avenue, and point with pride to the 
progress made when the Club acquir- 


ed larger quarters and moved to 
West 66th St. near Central Park 
West. It was at the large ring on 


66th St. that the Hound Show really 
became prominent. Originally the 
Show was started by those Masters 
and hunting members of the Riding 


Club, who were despairing of the 
early winters which brought an 
end to the sport, and left the 


hunt servants idle for such a long 
time. In fact the first shows were 
staged when transportation facilities 
were very inefficient by comparison 
with present day modes of travel. 
The show enabled Masters to see 
other packs, and select the types of 
stallion Hounds for breeding purpos- 
es. It gave the hunt servants some- 
thing to do which was helpful to 
themselves because they came in con- 
tact with other packs and their hunt 
servants, so they learned many new 
ideas. Their morale was kept up, 
because they knew that Hounds had 
to be given their best care and atten- 
tion long after the hunting season 
had closed. Social contacts were help- 
ful to all the hunting people, and 
after the rather inauspicious start 
the show became a National institu- 
tion. 


When the Riding Club went out of 
existence, hunting people were bit- 
terly disappointed, so when the West- 
chester Kennel Club offered to devote 
a full day to showing Hounds at Mad- 
ison Square Garden during the final 
day of their show, it was looked up- 
on by many members of the old Rid- 
ing Club as well as the Masters of 
Foxhounds Association as the solu- 
tion. No one identified with the old 
show, or the sport, wanted it to be 
discontinued. This experiment in 
1937 proved to be far from the solu- 
tion, so in desperation a question- 
naire was sent out that year to the 
Masters all over the country. The 
outgrowth of this questionnaire was 
the first Hound Show held at the 
Squadron A Armory last year just as 
it was always held under the auspices 
of the Masters of Foxhounds Assoc- 


iation of America, and the National 
Beagle Club, and it was an immed- 
iate success. With the Hound Show 
held by the hunting people under 
their own supervision in the spacious 
indoor riding ring of the Squadron 
A Armory its future was assured and 
the next question will he—How are 
they going to handle all the exhibi- 
tors in the future?

At New 
Orleans that day, Mrs. C. C. Winter’s 
5-year-old Catomar, winner of the 
earlier Thanksgiving Handicap, scor- 
ed her second feature triumph of the 
Fair Grounds meeting by capturing 
the New Orleans A. C. Handicap and 
$1,100, while Ben F. Whitaker’s 4- 
year-old gelding Crepe _ sloshed 
through mud and rain at Hialeah to 
capture the featured, Fort Dallas 
Park Purse by a good length. 

Another veteran campaigner of top 
rank scored his second triumph of the 
New Year when C. S. Howard’s 
Indiantown, by the late Maryland 
sire Trojan, won another six furlong

Had a delicious 
hunt breakfast with the club and 
one of the jolliest times of my life. 
Long live the members of the Mid- 


dlesex Hunt and may Virginia be 
the meeting place many times 
more!” 


Running through the diary and 
the owner’s reminiscences like a 
silver thread are the names of some 
of the participants of these hunts; 
Malbon Gore Richardson, H. W. 
Smith, Claude Hatcher, Bolling W. 
Haxall, Jr., Sam  Roszle, Louis 
Leith, Rozier Dulany, Jr., Johnson 
Russell, Welby Carter, H. J. Duffey, 
Henry Higginson, Robert and Tom 
Cotesworth, Arthur Charles Mar- 
shall, Sam Fred all of whom rode on 
one side or the other, what matters 
it now? 


November 10th, found the Middle- 
sex pack running in hard luck; 
“Have been fox-hunting all day and 
have had little sport. We only had 


a few minutes’ run when the fox 
went to earth, which brought the 


fun to a focus. Tried to dig him out, 
but ’twas no go.” Better going on 
the thirteenth when, ‘‘Have been 
fox-hunting all day, not getting in 
till 5:30 this evening. We had a kill, 
a run to earth and a run and a loss 
this evening.”’ 


But for the fact that an enterpris- 


ing mouse made a meal or a bed out 
of some of the yellowed pages of 
this diary, the Hound Trials yarn 
would have been longer.
